TT  has  for  years  been  famous  for  the  fish  taken  from  its  waters ;  in 
its  clear,  cold  depths,  the  Muskalonge  (a  species  of  lake  trout)  grows 
to  perfection  and  enormous  size ;  experienced  fishermen  not  infrequently 
landing  monsters  of  from  thirty  to  forty  pounds  each.  We  hesitate 
to  here  make  record  of  the  quantities  taken  by  different  ones,  suffice 
to  say  that  one  old  fisherman's  log  book  shows  more  than  twenty-six 
hundred  pounds  that  he  caught  and  sold  in  one  week.  Ask  him  how 
he  did  it,  with  a  twinkle  in  his  eye,  he  will  tell  you  that  he  spat 
upon   the   hook. 

These  are  not  George  Washingtons  either,  but  mostly  loyal  sons 
of  "our  own  Queen,"  and  would  scorn  to  be  so  ungallant  as  to  tell 
a   lie. 

There  are  many  other  fish  to  be  caught,  the  lake  having  been  stocked 
with  black  bass;   pickerel  are  also  very  plentiful. 

The  rapidly  expanding  village  of  Newport,  Vt.,  containing  many  fine

Turning  to  the  north,  the  commanding  features 
are  Gibraltar  Point,  Lord's  Island,  and  Mount 
Orford.

Belmer  and  Molson's  Point  and  Island,  and  on 
up  the  lake  until  stopped  by  the  overshadowing 
grandeur   of  Owl's   Head. 

There  are  many  interesting  drives  about 
Georgeville,  that  to  the  south  along  a  high  ridge 
affording  fine  views  of  the  lake  and  mountains, 
and  ends  at  Magoon's  Point,  opposite  Owl's 
Head.  Other  roads  lead  to  Magog,  to  Smith's 
Mills,  and  Stanstead,  also  to  Fitch  Bay,  Lovering 
Pond   and    Lake   Massawippi. 

One  of  the  thoroughfares  of  the  Eastern 
Township  was  for  many  years  through  Stanstead 
and  Georgeville,  across  the  lake  by  boat  in 
summer,  and  on  ice  in  winter,  to  Knowlton 
Landing,  and  thence  through  Bolton  Pass  to 
Waterloo   and   Montreal. 

The  average  depth  of  water  in  the  lake  across 
this  stretch  of  three  miles  is  fully  three   hundred  owl's  head,  from  Gibraltar  point.

6IBRALTAR  POINT  is  the  commandinc;  promontory  of  table      id  flanked  by  the  lake  on  the  east  and  by  Sargent's  Bay 
on  the  south-west.     A  company  of  Montreal  capitalists  undertoo.     o  make  it  a  fashionable  resort,  and  built  a  large  hotel  and 
many  cottages  upon  the  plateau,  but  before  they  were  completed  disaster  came  and  the  property  has  since  remained  m  statu  quo. 
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JPHE   dividing  lines   of  four   important   towns,   viz.    Bolton,    Potton,   Stanstead,  and    Magog,  meet   upon   this    point.       Past 

Gibraltar  the   lake   turns   slightly   to   the  east,   and    Lords   Island,   the   last   of   much   importance,   is   about  three  miles 

down    the    lake    and    awaits    a    purchaser    to   improve   and   build   upon   it.     We   must   here   caution   the   reader   that   with 


Lake  Memphremagog,  north  is  down  and  south  is  up.  The  remaining  six  or  seven  miles  of  the  lake  become  tame  in 
comparison  to  that  already  described,  but  a  few  miles  beyond  Magog,  Mount  Orford  rears  his  solemn  head  three 
thousand   three   hundred   feet   above   the   lake  and  is  the  highest   land   in   the    Province   of   Quebec.
